Tre Arpcre Tree Borer. Horace Colla- 
nore, of Pembroke, communicates through the 
columns of the Massachusetts Ploughman, the 
result of his experiment in killing the apple 
tree borer, as follows : 

About twenty-five years ago I set out an or- 
chard of about one hundred and fifty apple 
trees, in a hard gravelly soil, rather inclining | 
to clay; for about fifteen years I kept it con- 
stantly onder cultivation, well manured, and 
the trees flourished, covering the ground so 
much that it was very difficult to plough it. | 
then laid it down to grass, but in four or five 
years I found the trees began to fail ; they did 
not exhibit that dark green foliage indicative 
of vigorous health. I concluded it was owing 
to the length of time it had laid in grass, and 
to renovate it, J ploughed it as well as I could,! 
and dug around the trees. 
discovered that 
every tree. 


In this process we 
ihe borers bad attacked almost 
As aremedy | took some large 
knitting needles, and myself and boys searched 
carefully for their holes, when by inserting the 
needles we put an end to further depredations. 
This answers every purpose and is much bet- 
ter than knife or chisel. J then bad the rough 
bark scraped off, and the last of May the trees 
were washed with strong soap suds and sulphur, 
soft soap, and a quarter of a} 
ponnd of sulphur to a bucket of water,) this 
operation was repeated in August, and has} 
been repeated yearly since. I have not been! 
able to discover a borer since the first applica- 
tion and my trees flourish and bear abundantly. 
This wash I think is far preferable to pot-ash 


and water, 


as that is liable to injure the young 
trees unless great caution is used in its applica-| 
tion. The soap suds and sulphur answer all 
the purposes of exterminating the insects and 
their eggs, and as the latter is obnoxious to all 
insects, they ére not fond of selecting trees thus 
washed for laying their eggs and commencing | 
| housekeeping. P Poti:

the said Road and Bridge was extremely accommoda- 
tng to the public, and particularly to the Old Colony, 
yet it afforded but little profit ; That in the year 1544, 
an Act of Incorporation was granted for the Old Col- 
ony Kail Road, running nearly perailel with said 
Turnpike, and within one and s half miles from said 
Turnpike ; That since snid Old Colony Rail Road 
has been in operation the toll on the turnp: ke has been 
reduced to about one half the amount usually taken 
by said Turnpike, reducing the amount to about two 
per cent. on the original cost ; That during the pres- 
ent session of the Honorable Legislature another Rail 
Road has been granted, running from Duxbury through 
the townsof Weymouth and Braintree and coming 
within one quarter of a mile from the bridge across 
said Monatiquon river, which when built, will reduce 
the toll so low that the said Bridge, must be annilila- 
ted and taken duwn ; Thut since the erection of ssid 
Bridge and road, a very considerable population has 
been created, and that more than forty dwelling hous- 
es have been built, on the north side of the river and 
on said Turnpike ; That a parish has been established 
and a large meMing-house built on the south side of 
the river and near the bridge : and that the Purishion- 
ers live in sbout equal numbers on either side of the 
Bridge; and further, that the maintenance of said 
Bridge is of great and necessary importance to the 
neighborhood, and unless the proprietors can be au- 
thorised to take toil from all persons crossing ithe 
same, the Bridge cannot be maintained. For the 
above reasons and many more that can be mentioned, 
your petitioner humbly prays that the proviso in the 
sixth section of the act above alluded to, exempting 
certain persons from paying toll, may be tepealed, 
and that the Corporation may be authorized to take 
toll from all persons who muy cross said Bridge, as 
other Bridges are now authorised.

Cheever, Charles Anton, Gulian C. Verplanck, 
Freeman Hunt, and others. As the last named n- 
dividual is a native of this town, we may be par- 
doned for transferring it to our columns, 


Mr. Hunt is the editor and proprietor of the 
well known “ Merchants” Magazine,” one of the 
most useful of our monthly journals, and decid- 
edly the best “ property” of any work of its 
class. In its establishinent he evinced many 
rewarkable traits of character. He was entire+ 
ly without means, and even much in debt and 
otherwise embarrassed, when, by one of those 
intuitive perceptions which belongs only to ge- 
nius, but which are usually attributed to “ good 
luck,” the “happy " idea entered his head of 
gelting up a magazine devoted to the interests 
of the influential class of merchants. The vhief 
happiness of this idea, however, (which no 
doubt had been entertained and discarded by a 
huadred projectors before Mr. H.,) consisted in 
the method by which be proposed to carry it 
into operation.

The latest news from Mexico is, that the port of 
Vera Cruz 1s blockaded by the American squadron, 
under Com. Conner, who is also preparing to at- 
tuck the Castle of Vera Cruz, the Gibraltar of Am- 
erica, and will be assisted by the mammoth ship 
Pennsylvania, of 140 guns, and two seventy-fours, 
An invasion of the whole of Mexico by our forces, 
is in contemplation. | 

The news from Washington as late as Monday 
evening last, is, thatthe mighty Oregon question is 
likely to be settled. The basis of an agreement for 
settlement has been arranged between the Seereta- 
ry of State and the British Minister. 

There has been nothing to disturb the quiet of 
our city since my last; business rather slack, but 
not dull; money very stringent, and large premi- 
ums offered on personal security for short loans; 
the city banks cautions; stocks falling; land specu- 
lation rising; some lotsofland on Billing’s Plain in 
Quincy, sold for one cent per square foot; the same 
land a few years since sold for thirty-three dollars 
peracre.

LETTER FROM BOSTON. 
Boston, June 25, 1846. 


Iam happy to understand that the Electric Tele- 
graph has recently been completed from Washing- 
zon, (D. C.) to New York, and ina few weeks the 
wires will be extended from the city of Gotham to 
Boston. Wheu this somewhat important enterprise 
is finished, connecting us with the city of Washing- 
ton, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, etc, it is 
in contemplation to have a public celebration at 
the opening of the line. Intelligence of some half 
dozen or more words can be transmitted by this 
lightning machine from Boston to Washington 
averaging about two minutes in time. Information 
can be conveyed, say from Baltimore to Boston, in 
two minutes, at an expense of twenty-five cents for 
every ten words. Wonderful discovery truly— 
what mighty operations nt is destined to accomplish 
time alone will tell. A person in New Orleans or 
perhaps in the city of Mexico, will soon be able to 
hold converse with his friend at the other extreme 
of the wire in Boston or Quebec. And for ought 
we know, the Parisian, at the capitol of France, 
will soon, by this magic apparatus, talk with his 
friend at Pekin in China, or any of the large cities 
of the European Comtinent. Professor Morse’s 
Electric telegraph is certainly destined to be the 
greatest discovery of the present century. 

Some curious facts and figures relative to this 
City have lately been obtained, under the head of 
statistics, which I will allude to in as brief manner 
as possible. The present population of Boston is 
114.366. The total number of foreigners is 52,208 
or nearly half the population,—a startling fact. The 
number of colored people is 1842. Boston contaius 
9745 houses used tor habitation only, 862 used part- 
ly for other purposes, 518 vacant, and 559 unfinish- 
ad. Of the houses cecupied 6253 are of brick, and 
4559 are of wood; 3351 are owned by occupants, 
7451 are not so ewned ; 6268 are occupied by one 
family each, 2771 by two families, 902 by three fam- 
ilies, 419 by four families, and 452 by more than 
four families. The total number of families is 19,- 
176. The average number of persons to each 
house is nearly 11. In the Broad street section of 
the city there as 37 persons to each house. 

There are 3809 widows and 510 widowers in 
Boston. The whole number of children between 
4 and 16 years of age is 25,553. Legal voters, 20,- 
351; 1128 paupers. 

There are 99 places of public worship in Boston, 
costing $3,246,500, and having accommodations for 
84,185 persons. These churches, &c., are main- 
tained atan annual expense of £170,826. There 
are 80 Sunday Schools, having 1864 teachers and 
17,000 scholars. 

These are matters concerning our city worthy of 
being treasured up. 

The local news of this week is of little interest. 

The incendiary spirit is abroad im our city and 
vicinity,and unless something is done, no person 
or estate can be considered safe. Roxbury seems 
particularly marked. Sixteen horses were burnt 
ma stable on the Tremont Road on Monday last.— 
Loss of stock and buildings heavy. 

Business is somewhat at a stand, and with mer- 
chants will remain so until autumn. Great losses 
have been incurred by dealers in bread stuffs, as 
fiour from being some six or seven dollars a few 
weeks since, is now quoted at $4 25 and &4 50 per 
barrel—the lowest prices for many years here. 

The war fever is subsiding. It is said that ano- 
ther armistice is proposed by Gen. Arista to Gen. 
Taylor, and that “old Rough and Ready,” without 
even waiting to take a “ hasty plate of soup,” sent 
back an answer that he would meet Gen. Arista at 
Monterey. We shall soon without doubt get some 
great news from the seat of war, Within sixty 
days, 1 have no doubt the United States will be at 
peace with all the world.
